MNURZYN advised he was last in Louisville,
Ky. six or seven months back checking on rumors that his son
wag being nistreated by his ex-wife. MURZYN advised he was in
Louisville immediately before Christmas, December, 1964 with two
white males, one TONY ANDREWS (Dalton, Illinois, (killed in gun-
fight in Dalton, IT1. area) and ROSS HERMAN (now in California).
MURZYN advised this trip was to deliver Christmas presents to
his son and that he only stayed overnight and knows of no
information of anyone attewmpting to dynamite HARDIN's vchicle.

MURZYN volunharily
showed Agents his home at which time both Agents observed several
thousand rounds of shotgun shells which MNURZYN advised he reloaded
